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DETAILED ACTION 

The response of 12/12/2007 is unclear as to the election. Group 4 was elected with 
species 21 (numbered ST1250) was the elected species. However, it cannot be determined how 
the elected species 21 fits within group 4 (or how the species fits within the meetes and bounds 
of formula (I). The restriction is repeated below. If the species 21 is the elected species, it is 
requested that applicant specify how the elected species fits within the confines of formula (1). 
Due to this, the restriction is being resent.

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

Group 1, claim(s) 1, 3-5 and 8-1 1 (in part), drawn to compounds, compositions and methods of 
treatment wherein X is indolyl or carbazol-9-yl, with an election of a single disclosed species. 

Group 2, claim(s) 1, 3-5 and 8-1 1 (in part), drawn to compounds, compositions and methods of 
treatment wherein Z=0, m=l, n=p=0, R=H and R1=R2=H or alkyl , with an election of a single 
disclosed species. 

Group 3, claim(s) 1, 3-5 and 8-1 1 (in part), drawn to compounds, compositions and methods of 
treatment wherein R1=R2=H or alkyl, m=0, n=0-3, R=phenyl or naphthyl and Q=0 or 
OC(0)NH, with an election of a single disclosed species. 

Group 4, claim(s) 1, 3-5 and 8-1 1 (in part), drawn to compounds, compositions and methods of 
treatment of formula (I) other than encompassed by the above groups 1-3, with an election of a 
single disclosed species for further possible restriction. 
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2. The inventions listed as Groups 1-4 do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCX Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The special technical feature that all the above 
groups share is a phenyl ring. Elangbam teaches PPARy receptor mediators having a pheny ring. 
Thus the corresponding technical feature is not applicant's contribution to the known art. 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
